St. Petersburg,

I Stoessel’s latest dispatches from Port 
Arthur, just published, do not carry 
| the story of the garrison's stubborn 
| defense beyond Dec. 10, thus leaving a 
j gap of at least five days between the 
I official word ofrihe military command­ 
er and the unofficial story of Com­ 
mander Mizzaneoff, which is given 
out at Chefoo. It is not pretended that 
the dispatches are published In full. 
They contain much that is of strate­ 
gic lutcrest and matter which It Is ob­ 
viously impossible to disclose to ¡ho 
public. 
The dispatches have been In 
the hands of Emperor Nicholas three 
days, but their contents were known to 
few besides his majesty and his per­ 
sonal aides who deciphered the dis­ 
patches. 
The story of the operations 
as far as It has been given out is In­ 
tensely interesting, and shows that 
there has been an almost uninterrupt­ 
ed assault of the most desperate char­ 
acter from Nov. 20 to Dec 10, vdien the 
Japanese, after losing over 22,000 men, 
captured 203-Meter hill and were ablo 
from that position to shell the squad­ 
ron in the Port 
Arthur roads tea 1 
There the official account end« but it 
1» explained that the Japanese do not 
ocenny the top of the hill, which D still 
exposed to a deadly fire fiYfni the Rus­ 
sian artillery. The Japanese are using 
a plunging fire from their heavy gun« 
from behind the crest of the hill; but 
that thla fire Is efficiently directed is 
shown by the damages suffered by the 
Russian squadron. 
The Japanese are 
credited with using 11-inch and 16-inch 
mortars and howitzers. 
The effect of 
these must he most deadly when turn­ 
ed upon the neighboring forts. 
The 
public reception of General Stoessol's 
dispatches as a whole Is not bad. 
Ev­ 
ery voice is loud In praise of General 
Stoessers defense of 
Port 
Arthur, 
while the authorities assert that the 
main line of forts has not y«t been 
broken. 
The Japanese so far have 
used every device of engineering skill 
in making approaches, but with enoi* 
mous sacrifices, have been able to take 
only the outer defenses. It is declared 
the garrison probably will be able to 
hold out a considerable time yet. 
A matter of much speculation Is w hy 
the order to take out and sink the 
squadron in deep water was not car­ 
ried out. The only explanation offered 
is that the crews and guns were draft 
ed ashore and that at the last moment 
it was impossible to move the ships 
under the heavy Japanese fire. 


RUSSIAN VALO R 


Reflected In the Dispatches of General 


Stoessel. 


St. 
Petersburg. 
Dec. 
19.—General 
Stoessel’s dispatches to the emperor, 
which were received 
Friday 
night, 
have just been given out. 
The first 
Is dated Nov. 25 and Is as follows: 
“I am happy to inform your majesty 
that on Nov. 20, after an increased 
bombardment, the Japanese attacked 
one of the forts on the northeastern 
front and leaped wltn a portion of their 
forces on the parapet. 
They were an­ 
nihilated by rifle fire and thejm yonet 
and thrown back into the trenches. 
Their 
reserves 
were 
scattered 
by 
shrapnel. 
A further dispatch 
from General 
Stoessel dated Nov. 30 says: 
"Since 
Nov. 27 the Japanese have been car­ 
rying on a violent bombardment and 
made Incessant assaults In considera­ 
ble force against Visokaia (203-Meter 
hill). 
Their assaults were repulsed." 
On Dec. 2 General Stoessel reports 
as follows: 
"The twelve -tays' assault 
which commenced on Nov. 20 was def­ 
initely repulsed last night. 
I am hap­ 
py to say that your majesty’s heroic 
troops alone could have been capable 
of doing this. 
There has never been 
such a fierce assault. 
It is thanks to 
the heroic officers and naval sharp­ 
shooters and the artillerymen that 
Port Arthur succeeded again in re 
sistlng 
The Japanese, according to 
prisoners and Chinese, lost at least 
20,000 men. 
We request your prayers 
and those of the mother empress, 
which are manifestly shielding us.” 
On Dec. 5 General Stoessel reports: 
"At 7 o’clock yesterday morning the 
Japanese, having concentrated all their 
forces, began an assault of Vjsokala 
hill, 
bombarding 
it 
simultaneously 
with 11-inch and 16-inch shells. 
A 
fierce fight raged ail nay. We repelled 
three assaults. 
Toward evening the 
Japanese succeeded in obtaining pos­ 
session of the crest of the hill and 
immediately got two machine guns 
into position thereon.” 
General Stoessel s last dispatch is 
dated Dec. 10, and say«: 
“Since the 


capinre of Visokaia hill our ships in 
the b.arbor h u e been suffering from 
11 inch 
Japanese 
shells. 
General 
Tsenrpinsky succumbed to bis wounds. 
The troops nrt> in excellent sp irits” 


A TALE Of CARNAGE 


Description of Awful Battle by One 


Who Was a Participant. 


Chefoo, Dec. 19 
For ferocity and 
sustained desperation on both sides, 
the struggle for the posse ;sion of High 
hill probably was the most remarkable 
in the history of the siege of Port Ar­ 
thur- a 
siege 
noted 
for 
slaughter. 
This statem ent is based on an inter 
view with Commander Mizzeneoff, ex 
ecutive officer of the battleship 1‘olta 
vs, up to the time the vessel was dis­ 
armed, and who arrived here Dec. 16, 
hearing dispatches which were turned 
over to the Russian consul for trans­ 
mission to St Petersburg. 
Commander 
Mizzeneoff. 
who was 
wounded in the leg during the battle 
of High hill, said: 
"Since the Jap­ 
anese» began their attack on High hill, 
which they call 203-Meter hill, the 
fighting has been continuous. 
The 
steep and sandy slopes of the hill were 
streaked and «lotted with snow when 
the Japanese began tho battU- which 
was destined to furnish so many deed« 
of heroism that they became common 
place. 
There was so much slaught<*r 
that even Port Arthur’s war hardened 
veterans shuddered at the sight. 
"Japanese were compelled to clam­ 
ber up the slopes of the hill, in many 
cases without firing, in the face of one 
of the most murderous deluges ever 
poured from rifles and machine guns. 
I was there and it seemed to me that 
flesh and blood would be unable to 
stand our fire for a minute. 
"The enemy went down In squads 
and companies, but always there were 
others grimly coming forward. 
Th«»ir 
bravery was beyond praise, as was 
that of our own men. 
Sometime« th«* 
fighting was hand to hand, with the 
muzzles of the rifles at the breasts of 
the contestants, tho bayonets being 
used as swords. 
"The sides of the hill were strewn 
with bodi«»s and the snow was crim­ 
soned with the blood of the wounded, 
some of whom had crawled Into It, 
seeking in its coldness surcease for 
their dying ag«mies. 
"Eventually, as In similar instances 
which were to follow, w«» r<»t 1 r«»«l. leav­ 
ing the work of driving the enemy 
from tho summit to the resistless guns 
of the neighboring forts, notably those 
of Liaotl mountain. 
"The assaults thus far had cost the 
Japanese easily 12,000 men, while”our 
own were under 2,o00. 
The sides of 
the hill were literally covered with 
dead and wounded. The trenches were 
rivulets of blood and every visible 
spot was dyed crimson. 
‘We might 
retake the hill,* said General 8 toessel, 
‘but the hill is not of sufficient import­ 
ance to us to justify further sacrifice.’ 
"Since then num rous small engage­ 
ments have been waved, but the re­ 
sponsibility for ke»¡eng th«« Japanese 
from oceupylrr the hill in force or 
from mounting guns thereon, has been 
left mainly to the shrapnell fire from 
other forts. 
"Following the third assault an arm ­ 
istice of five hours was agreed upon to 
bury the dead. 
In this task great 
speed was necessary. 
The Japanese 
undoubtedly made many awful mis­ 
takes, and beyond doubt heaps of bod­ 
ies containing helpless wounded were 
shoveled in masses Into the pits and 
trenches. 
The .Japanese could not, 
owing to the darkness and their fe­ 
verish haste, distinguish between the 
dead and the wounded. 
"Scarcely an officer participating in 
the battle of High hill escaped unhurt, 
and the proportion of young officers 
killed was vwy high."

Sheldon, African explorer and author, 
who has Just returned from a tour of 
the Congo Free State, says that her 
assertion that she had witnessed more 
atrocities in London streets than she 
had seen in the Congo should apply 
to the rubber country as well as to the 
rest of the state. 
She traveled, she 
said, in every part of the country, 
King Leopold having accorded her 
complete freedom, and she was con­ 
vinced that the allegations of mal­ 
administration were groundless, and 
that It was quite false to say that King 
Leopold 
had 
sanctioned 
cruelty. 
Wherever she went, 
she says, she 
found the natives treated with kind­ 
ness and consideration, whilst the im­ 
provements in the condition of the 
land and its inhabitants were almost 
incredible.

Probably 5,900 peop le actu­ 
ally participate,! 
Fortunately the agi­ 
tators did not succeed In drawing the 
workingmen from the factor!?« Into 
the disturbance, and after many col 
Unions the police firing blank volleys 
and charging with their sabers, the 
crowd« were finally disported. 
Many 
were wounded and more were arrested. 
As far as is known n«»ne of the rioters 
was killed 
One policeman 1« report­ 
ed to have been fatally injured. 
Many 
on both sides were roughly handled, 
Th«» authorities knew in advance 
that trouble was Impending, and many 
houses along Tverskala street were 
specially guarded and «»xtra policemen 
were on duty in the str«*cts. 
Several 
squadrons of mounted 
gendarmerie 
were concealed in the courtyards of 
houses, 
rendy 
for 
any 
emergency. 
Tho crowds b«'gan to collect at midday 
in Tv«>rskaia str«»«‘t. students. young 
men and Women mixing with the gen­ 
eral public. 
The thoroughfare was 
soon congested with a mass of moving 
humanity which converged on Htrast 
nia square, where 3,990 persons assem­ 
bled. many armed with clubs and car­ 
rying flags. 
The crowd, singing, 
moved toward the palAce of Grand 
Duke Sergius, the governor general of 
Moscow. 
The police attempted to 
1 lock the street, whereupon the trouble 
began in earnest. 
The crowd broke 
through the cordon, and on«» policeman 
was knocked down and. It Is thought, 
fatally hurt. 
Battalions of police wore 
brought up at double quick to reinforce 
thoir comrades. 
Sticks and stone« 
were freely used by the mob, which 
threatened to again break through the 
cordon. 
The police under orders oV their 
chief, fired several blank volleys and 
mounted men charged, using the flats 
of their swords 
The mob fought stub­ 
bornly but finally broke and sought 
shelter in the aid«» streets. 
Here th«« 
police were again severely pressed, ns 
the detachments statton«’d at the open­ 
ings of these streets to keep people 
out of Tverskala street were caught 
between the retreating mob on one 
side and the thousands of curious spec­ 
tators on the other. 
Many «if the demonstrators 
who 
broke through the cordon of police pa­ 
raded In shle Ktreets In smaller groups, 
waving flags and singing. 
A crowd 
of 500 collected in front of the theater, 
whore revolutionary flags were hoist­ 
ed amid shouts of "long live freedom.” 
The police were not prepared at this 
point and tV» crowd, gathering vol­ 
ume. moved from the square to Neg- 
llnu street and Koomlueskl bridge, tho 
chief street of Moscow, where the po­ 
lice met them. Another stubborn fight 
ennued, ending, as the first had done, 
with three blank volleys and 
saber 
charges. 
The disturbances c«>ntlnu«'d 
at Isolated spots throughout the after­ 
noon. 
Many shops were turned Into hospi­ 
tals wh«*re the wounds of both rioters 
and polie«« were temporarily dressed. 
The workmen held aloof from the dem­ 
onstration, 
employers having glv«*n 
them wirning that an y participating 
would be dismissed. 
Quiet was finally restored, though 
almost every small «treat was trav­ 
ersed by smell singing and shouting 
groups during the course of the after­ 
noon. 


Disaster Narrowly Averted. 
Chicago, 
Dec. 19. 
The nanli and 
door factory of Phillip Rinn ft Go. 
was destroyed by a fire that for a time 
threatened to npread to two large gas 
supply tanks of the People’s Light and 
Coke company. 
Both of the tanks 
were full of Illuminating gas. and it 
was only by the hardest kind of work 
that th«» firemen kept the flames from 
overheating the gas tanks and causing 
an explosion that would have brought 
death to hundreds of persons and de­ 
stroyed every building in the vicinity. 
During the excitement a wall on which 
three firemen were standing pouring a 
stream of water on the threatened gas 
tanks, fell in and the three firemen 
were seriously injured.

left, carrying tw o grips which a p p e a r-1 
ed to be heavy.

with funds Obenchain had draw n from 
the city banks several days previous 
and taken to his office safe.
